THE SITUATION AT lîîDIANAPOLIS. 


Sometimes an honest observer is led to 
regret that so mnoh license is delegated 
to state legislatares. 
The disgraoefal 
scramble for office in Ohio is so fresh in 
the memory of people whc follow public 
events that the ftroggles in New Jersey 
and Indiana lose mnch of the novelty 
that originality begets. 
This rapacious 
greed for spoils is no less nanseating 
than the opinions of some of the oppos- 
ing party newspapers. 
They arrange 
the dials to sip inspiration that best 
suits the purpose of the political organ« 
izations they affect to represent, ignor- 
ing all sense of honor and justice. 


It is a fact that both the great politi- 
cal parties in Indiana concluded, after 
mature 
deliberation 
and 
pretty 
reasonable consideration of the con- 
stitutioc> âïîd laws, to nominate candi- 
dates for lieutenaat governor. 
There 
may be some question as to its legality, 
but it is hardly fair to advance it at this 
late day and therefore it is unjust to de- 
prive Colonel Bobertsou of the place to 
which his fellow citizens elected him. 


There is, however, a motive for this 
sort of usurpation and that motive is 
the avowed determination of the repub- 
licans to steal from the democrats their 
majority of two in the legislature on lame 
pretexts of ineligibility that would not 
command even passing attention were it 
not that party strength is closely matched. 
The point involved is the election of a 
United States senator and on it hinges 
all this strife. 
There is urgent need of 
honest, candid counsel at the state Capi-

We, your committee on streets and alley«, 
would respectfully report as fo lows: 


1 The petition of Weil Bros. &Co , referred 
to this committee, asking the city the privilege 
of allowinar them to put up a platform scale 
on I olumbia street, report adverse, for the 
reason t; at all citizens should be treated alike. 
If you allow one party you could not refuse 
another requesting the same privilege, and 
the streets'are public property and should not 
ibe obstructed. 


2. In relation to the petition of J. Donovan, 
complaining'that bis fence has been ruined 
and destroyed by the street commissioner un- 
loading lumber and iron pipes on the east side 
of his lot on Main street, adjoining the city 
lot, your committee examined the same and 
report as follows: The fence along said lot Is 
not worth the talk about it, as tne same Is old 
and broken down; the worst place is the ( ack 
end of the lot, where the street con mlssioner 
never unloaded anything, and the middle of 
the fence, ^ here the same is broken d )wn, we 
find that said Doaavan hag no woodshed for 
his tenant, and also no alley, and thev use the 
city lot to drive on and unload wood and throw 
it over said fence; wherever the pipes are 
oiled up the fence is in a good condition; 
had the city pipes all along the fence there 
would have been no complaint brought to this 
council. We therefore »eportadverse. 


3. Also in favor of Wm. Moellerinir. asking 
permission and the concurreni e of the coun- 
cil to assign the contracts for sidewalhs on 
Leith street and Lewis street to Wm. Horst- 
man. 


4. The precepts of John McCann against C. 
and A. Rouser, referred to this committee, has 
been pnid and no action need be taken. 


6. The petition of Henry Monningand others 
requesting the council to vacate the alley be- 
tween Calhoun and ('linton streets, from Main 
street to the Nickei Plate road, and referred 
to this committee, would report that s id pe- 
titioners must »ret the consent of all the prop- 
erty owners along taid alley, and your com- 
mittee would only then report in favor of va- 
cating said alley on condition that the same be 
improved and built up within twelve months, 
as it has been done with different other alleys 
in the near vicinity. 


6. Inreatlon to the resolution of Council- 
man J. Storm in tructiiig this committee to re- 
port to your honorable body what streets 
should be Improved, would report as follows: 
Caiboun street, from Columbia street to the 
Pittsburg railroad crossing, except on square 
opposite the court house; Berry street, from 
ralhoun to Clinton street; Main street, from 
Hai rlBon t-treet to Barr street, except in front 
of court house and the intersection of Main 
and Calhoun streets; Columbia street, from 
Calhoun to Barr streets. The above named 
streets we would recommend block stone in- 
stead of cedar block. Wells »'treet. from the 
St. Marys river brid.:e to Superior street, and 
Superior street, from Wells to Harrison street. 
On those streets we would recommend the 
shme to be macadamized and the guttcs 
paved with cobble stone. Your committee 
corresponded witn different cities and they all 
are m favor of stone. We also quote prices 
from different citios. Cincinnati has granite 
last year's contract, $3.20 per eqnare yard 
foundation not includeil. Chicago has granite 
block, last contract, f3.75 per square yard 
Buffalo has Medina stone last contract, fS.OO 
f 
)ersquare yard; best quality of stone. To- 
edo'8 -livil engineer says in his letter that the 
pavement most used in that city is Medina 
sand stone, which is an excellent material and 
has c<>8t during the past year from »2.00 to 
$2.50 per squat e yard. Mr. Goshorn. our city 
engineer, has also ee t to Medina for a true 
sample of stone and their prices. There are 
two different k-nd of block. One block, nice 
and smooth, at $2."5 per square yard, delivered 
on oars here, or fl.! 0 per sq are yard on cars 
at » edlna. The other block is rough block, at 
$1.55 per square yard delivered on cars here, 
or 85 ceiits per square yard on cars in Medina, 
We d d not eceive any prices for granite be- 
cause we think it almost too expensive for 
Fort Wayne. If this council selects Medina 
stone, we would rccommend that the street 
committee, or some other committee, includ 
Ing the city civil engineer, be instructed to 
proceed to Medina, and i-xamine and select 
the stone; also see that the blocks are gotten 
out as fast as they are laid. This would be 
small exp- nse tu the city and a great saving: 
to the property owners aloog the propose«[ 
improved streets, as well as the city. This 
committee would know exactly the material 
and also the prices, and could advertise ac 
cordingly. In this way the city and property 
owners would receive the benetit and would 
also get the best material 
Experience has 
taught usihat In a 1 stone quarries there are 
different kinds of stone, and the way they are 
gotten out, but if you have a true sample and 
also exp ain to the owners of the stone quar 
r.es that no other would be accepted, even ii 
the contractor intends to put in some inferior 
anlcle they would be very careful. If the 
Medina is accepted the nice and smoth block 
although a iitUe more expensive than th 
other, should be used on Calhoun stieet, a 
on Berry street, and the other rough surface 
would answer for Main street and COiumbia 
street.

RecoTIeclions of Carlyle. 


One day the talk fell upon his books, 
"Poor old Sartor!" he said. 
"It's i 
book in which I take little satisfaction 
really a book worth very little as i 
work of art, a fragm/'ntary, disjointed 
vehement protluctioL. It was Avritten 
when I was livin' at Craigenputtoek 
one o' the solitariest places on the face 
o' the earth; a wild moorlikud place 
where one might labor without inter- 
ruption and be not altogether without 
peace such as London cannot give. We 
were quite alone and there is much that 
is beautiful and precious in them as I 
look back on those days." He went on 
to tell of the diflBculties he had in get- 
ting the book published, of which an 
account has since been given in his life, 
and which the lack of favor with which 
it was at first received, and then he 
said: "But it's been so with all my 
books. I've had little satisfaction or 
encouragement in the doin' of them, 
and the most satisfaction I can get out 
of them now is the sense of havin' 
shouldered a heavy burden o' work, an 
not flinched under it^ I've had but one 
thing to say from beginnin' to end o' 
them, and that was, that there's no 
other reliance for this world or any 
other but just the truth, and that if 
men did not want to be damned to all 
eternity, they had best give up lyin' 
and all kinds o' falsehood; that tlio 
world was so far gone already through 
lyin' and that there's no hope for it save 
just so far as men find out and believe 
tJie truth and match their lives to it. 
But on the whole the world has gone on 
lyin' worse than ever ! [A laughj. It's 
not a very pleasing retrospect—these 
books o' mine—of a long life ; a beg* 
gardly account of empty boxes." 


At the end of the note-book that cou- 
tains the greater part of the narrative 
entitled "Jane "Welsh Carlyle" is a loose 
sheet originally wafered on to the last 
page of the book.

on this sheet is the last in. ]VIr. Froude's 
X olumes—a most tende? and affecting

Two unimportant paragraphs 
follow, and then comes these words, the 
motive for the omission of which is 
plain. 
No indication is given in the 
printed text of their omission :

GROWTH OF THE SKATE. 


A 
HISTORY 
OF 
ITS 
ORIGIN AND 
EVOLUTION. 


The Original Sliding Bone—The Dntcb 
the First to Invent Skates->Some Timely 
Adrice to Beckless Devotee* of the 
Sport. 
The most popular of all outdoor winter 
q;>ons is ice skating. This is doubtless due to 
the iaut that skating is inexpensive, and the

poorest country lad with his seventy-five 
cents "Grecian Bend" skates may enjoy the 
sport on the neighboring mill pond or creek, 
that would delight the son of a Vanderbilt, 
to whom the expenditure of $10 for a pair of 
"Club" skates would seem a trifle. The coun- 
terfeit of ice skating—^roller skating—for a 
time enjoyed unparalleled prosperity, which 
seems, however, to have finally departed. 
The immense favor which roller skating 
attained may be explained by its not being 
subject to the whims of the weather, the 
sport being susceptible of as great enjoyment 
in summer as in 
winter. 
But ice 
skating in the open 
air produces an ex- 
hilaration not 
to 
be 
obtained 
by 
^ . gliding on the roll- 
j*}}]!! ers, and will con- 
sequently 
always 
OBIGINAL, BONE SKATE, be popular. 
The 
art of skating is carried to the greatest per- 
fection in Holland, where the numerous canals 
make it possible for every one to indulge in 
the pastime, and even to utilize it in every- 
day winter life. There are as many styles of 
skating as there are skaters almost, and every 
skating nation has its characteristic method. 


With a little practice a person may easily 
acquire the art of "cutting the 
figure 
mak- 
ing a "spread eagle" or other figures upon the 
ice with the sharp edges of his skates. 


Most devotees of the sport pride themselves 
upon the length of the sweep which they 
make. This is called the "outward roll," and 
it is particularly favored by young ladies, 
either unacompa- 
nled or with 
es- 
corts, as it serves to 
display all the grace 
and ease of balance 
at the command of 
the 
skater. 
The 
young couple illustrated above seem to be so 
entirely absorbed in their own graceful move- 
ments as to be quite oblivious of the fact that 
they are being intently watched by the artist, 
who is sketching them. 


Skating is very ancient, having been prac- 
ticed in the north of Europe at least a thou- 
sand years ago. The first approach to the 
modem skate was made by the Danes, and 
was simply a piece of smooth bone bound to 
the foot by means of cords. 
With these slid- 
ing was practicable, but there was no means 
of propelling oneself, and therefore wooden 
staves with sharp pointed iron ferrules were 
employed to furnish the motive power. 
The 
cut of the original skate here presented is ac- 
curate, so far as the skate itself is concerned, 
but it is hardly probable that Waukenphast 
shoes were used in those days. 


These primitive contrivances were in use 
but a short time, for the Hollanders soon de- 
vised a skate which 
embodied the essen- 
tial principles of 
^ t h e skate of tOKiay. 
These wei-e at firet 
made very large, 
DUTCH b6ckeb. 
with the end of the 
runner tapering off to nothing in an extensive 
curve over the toe. This, in a reduced form, 
but with scarcely any other modifications, 
constitutes the "Dutch Rocker," which may 
to this day be found in the posisession of many 
farmer boys, handed down from theij- grand- 
fathers, whose limited capital will not admit 
of their buying the more modem and expen- 
sive article. 


After the antiquated and ungainly, but 
withal serviceable, "Dutch Rocker" came 
the "Grecian Bend," which projected for 
about an inch beyond the wood at the toe and 
heel, ranningto a point, or nearly so, at each 
end. This wm probably the best skate for 
all purposes ever made, combining as it did 
strength and durability with symmetry and 
lightness. 
Up to this time slcates had always 
been made with the bottonas of the steel run- 
ners quite flat, necessitating frequent sharp- 
ening of the blade. 
To a v o i d 
t h i s 
"Creased Bottoms" 
w e r e introduced. 
In these skates a 
the bockek. 
groove was ground into the middle of the en- 
tire length of the sliding surface of the steel 
runner, thus giving a well defined edge to 
'push off" with. "Creased Bottoms," as well 
as flat runners, are used on the Club skates of 
the present day, which are an improvement 
simply upon the fastening apparatus of the 
old styles. In the "Club" the skate is made 
entirely of steel or iron and is fastened to the 
thick sole of the boot by means of a clamp op- 
erated either by a key and threadbolt or else 
Ly a lever. 


The danger of btJug injured seriously while 
indulging in the fascinating exercise is gi-eatly 
overestimated. 
No one ever heard of a nov- 
ice hurting himself, and with reasonable care 
the expert will always be able to fall in such 
a manner as to escape with only a slight 
bruise. 


A little advice to skaters may not be amiss 
just here. If you are gliding along rapidly 
and notice that the ice under you is cracking 
never attempt to retrace your steps, but lie 
down at full length as quickly and as gently 
as possible and roll over and ovfer until you 
sti^e thick ice.
